I pkklng np clerks through ' the ordi- 
nary channels ol the Civil Service 
Commission, Secretary Wilson de- 
cided to encourage graduates of Agri- 
cnltnral Colleges to take clerkahlps, 
where they could continue their lines 
ol study and prepare themselves for 
regnlar sppoinlmeaU. He received 
the indorsement of Congress, tnd is 
actboilzed to appoint scientific aids, 
who serve on probation for two years 
at a monthly salary of $49. They 
mast be graduates of colleges in 
coarse of stndy tending to qualify 
I them for the scientific work of the de- 
partment. The secretary la also 
anthorized to appoint scientific aaslat- 
ants, wha difler from Klentific aids 
in that there ia no limit placed npon 
the length ol service, and the com- 
pensation is greater. 

The secretary is alao working to 
build np a new aonree of supply of 
Klentific experts by employing stu- 
dent assistants, who serve only a por- 
tion ol the year, generally during 
their vacations and receive a compen- 
MtloD of $25 a month. There are 
now eighty-two such student assist- 
ants on the roll and room for more. 

The Indncementa ofiered by the de 
P'.rtment to young meu who intend 
to follow Klentific work along the 
linca ol ogricnlture are great, and 
when thoroughly nnderatood ahonld 
bring to the secretary all the yonng 
men he can find places for. The 
yonng gradnatea ol colleges will find 
the work similar to that of a post 
graduate course. They are permitted 
to KiKt the bnrean In which they

'TheM criminals 
keep the police, the courts and the 
Jaila bnay, and the people raffer and 
foot the bills. In Washington the 
other day two swindlera arera arrest- 
ed. A sharp lawyer who is well- 
known as a defender ol crooked cases 
paid their fines and got the men re- 
leased on the promiM that they would 
mova on. This time even the law- 
yer waa beaten however, for the men 
got away so quick that he got neith- 
er hia fee nor the money be bad ad- 
vanced lor them. A day or two later 
the same men were arrested in Balti- 
more, for •wlndllug. 

Quick work could be made of inch 
fellows if there was the proper 
amount of public spirit, and crime 
would comi- to be shnoned as a dan- 
gerons trade. Bnt in eve.-y commun- 
ity wrong-doing la cove.ed np and 
shielded, aud io many cases the laws 
actually bear harder on the peaceable, 
honest and sober-going cit'Mn than 
on the deliberate dlstnrbcr of the 
peace.
